Car Maintenance in Summer Months :

IMPORTANCE OF PERIODIC 
INSPECTION. 


During the long evenings between now 
and autumn an opportunity should be 
made by car-owners to run over the 
ignition and lighting systems. Wires and 
connections should mspected now and 
again, and particular attention should be 
paid to the wires and connections beneath 
the wings leading to the side lamps. It 
is, of course, wiser to let the qualified 
electrician attend to any but the simpler 
faults; yet there are many little adjust- 
ments, such as tightening up and, clean- 
ing of the connections, that the owner by 


| doing himself will save expense and at 
| the same time keep his lighting and igni- 
| tion plant in the best of condition. 


Such 
inspections; cursory though they be, will 
frequently prevent sudden failure of the 
electrical equipment on the road, 

One of the parts of the system that well 
repay periodic inspection is the distri- 
butor, the points of which should be 
checked to about 0.002-in. with a gauge 
every thousand miles. On a car with coil 
ignition, it is particularly important that 
the battery should be kept in good con- 
dition by frequent tipping up with dis- 
tilled water, and by having it carefully 
tested. The correct specific gravity 
of the acid is about 1.300, and should 
any of the liquid be accidentally spilled, 
it should be replaced by sulphuric 
acid of specific gravity 1.320. Attention 
to the battery where coil ignition is in- 
stalled is even more important than where 
magneto ignition system operates. Even 
though the battery be run down, the mag- 
neto will supply the necessary ignition, 
not only to keep the car going, but to give 
also a dim light, but in the case of ‘coil 
ignition, if the battery has ran dry it is 
hopeless; the car must remain stationary 
until the battery has been recharged. The 
tyres, too, will repay looking over at this 
busy time of the year. It is extraordinary 
the number of bits of flint and tacks that 
the tyres of a car pick up during a run 
of any length. Puncture-free motoring 
would add much to the pleasure of motor 
ing; this has not come yet, but a great 
deal can be done which more or less en- 
sures that desirable condition. 

If the owner makes a practice of going 
over his tyres once a week and picks out 
the flints and other foreign bodies that 
he will find embedded in the treads, punc- 
tures will trouble him seldom or never. 
The simplest and easiest way for him to 
go about the o operation is to jack up each 
wheel in turn, turn it slowly round and 
remove with a ‘blunt, pointed penknife any 
flints or tacks which he finds in the covers.

If cuts are found they should not be left 
unattended. They uld be cleaned, 
roughed out with a nail, and filled in with 
one of the solutions which may be 
purchased at any dealer's. Tyres cared 
for in this way will give their maximum 
amount of mileage, 


SOME INLAND TOURS. 

Few districts in Ireland hold so many 
relics of mediswval times as County Meath, 
which also possesses the remains of many 
ancient military structures and numerous 
raths attributed to the Danish occupation 
in the ninth and tenth centuries. The 
following outline of a tour of between 80 
and 90 miles will enable the motorist to see 
some of the more conspicuous of these 
monuments of ancient power and wealth. 
The principal of these is the Hill of Tara, 
where one hundred and forty-two kings 
ruled over a period of 2,500 years. 

The road from Dublin to Trim is 28 
miles, and as one approaches the ancient 
town ‘along the river bank there is a fine 


view of the ancient architecture of this | 


once rich and important capital. St. 
John’s Priory, the Abbey of Peter and 
Paul, King John’s Castle, the Yellow 
Steeple, the Sheep- gs and the Water- 
gate form a noble collection of ruins. Six- 
teen miles from Trim is the celebrated 
home of St. Columba, who founded his 
monastery there in the ‘sixth century. The 
route from ‘Trim to Navan turns soutn- 
east—a distance of ten miles. Instead 
of taking the direct road from Navan to 
Tara the tourist would be well advised 
to make a small detour and see Bective 
Abbey, a beautiful 12th century ruin on 
the river bank, and cut across to Tara 
by the by- road. 3 


THE SOUTH MIDLANDS. 

A tour in the South Midlands of Ire- 
land will introduce the visitor to a great 
deal of beautiful country, seldom visited 
by tourists, and, for the most part, un- 
spoiled. Carlow, Kilkenny, Tipperary and 
famerick are included in this area. From 
Dublin there are many routes by which 
these parts can be reached, any of which 
will unfold to the tourist places of much 
beauty and interest. He may skirt the 
Wicklow Mountains and drive through 
Blessington, passing the famous waterfall 
at Pou aphouca, and on to Carlow; then 
follow the valley of the Barrow, and enjoy 
its picturesgue setting for ten miles. 

A second direction is via Naas and 
Kilcullen to Ardscull, where he will find 

a famous and conspicuous “ mote,’’ and 
then through Athy, over the plateau of 
the Castlecomer coalfields, into Kilkenny. 
A third route from Dublin runs along the 
main Limerick road through Naas, across 
the Curragh, and on then to Cashel. 
These are but suggestions to the tourist, 
who may vary them to his own liking; 
but, whichever route he decides to follow, 
he will find on every hand scenery to 
delight the senses and historic places to 
inspect with interest.

£1,500, with tv: sureties of £750 each, on 
undertaking te report to the London police 
once a week. 

Robert Acres Pierce, an insurance clerk, of 
Sutton, Co. Dublin, who had been charged 
with Glynn, was then put forward. 

Judge Davitt said t) at he was placed in a 

y difficult position, because Pierce had 
pleaded guilty to a charge of conspiring with 
‘Ivnn, and Glynn had been found not guilty 
on all counts. He would refrain from com- 
menting on the verdict of the jury. The least 
he could do was to s-ntence Robert Acres 
Pierce to six months’ imprisonment with hard 


apour. 


HUB OF THE CASE, 


In summing up t'.e evidence for the jury, 
Judge Davitt said that, with three exceptions, 
all the witnesses :1 the case, including Ser- 
ceant Wyer, were perfectly honest, and gave 

dence to the best of their ability. The 

ree exceptions were Pierce (senior), Pierce 
and Glynn. 

Pierce junior had already been convicted 

his own confession, and he had turned 
te’s evidence. He warned the jury to 
ach his evidence with considerable care 
suspicion. Evidence by such a witness 

id always been regarded as doubtful, not 

merely by the man in the street, but by the 
t which received it. That did not mean 
t they should not believe his evidence, but 
should subject it to careful considera- 
Pierce’s evidence was the evidence of a 
1 who could not see why he should have 
ided guilty. It was clear that he was 
g to throw all the blame on Glynn. 
he evidence of Pierce senior with regard 
his dealings with Glynn—in the supply of 
-weepstake tickets and the commission—was 
ntradictory of the evidence of Glynn and of 

: own son, He was not suggesting that 
Pierce senior was wrong; he was suggesting 
' his evidence should not go ie ut the 

unchallenged. 

Dealing with the evidence of Glynn, the 
Judge said that the hub of the whole case 

is the receipt K. 44121, of Mr. Walker, of 
Staffordshire. There was forgery on this 
There was no doubt about that, and, 

fact, the matter was not even in contro- 
rsv, Did Glynn alter this receipt merely 
to avoid a lot of correspondence with the 
Hospitals’ Trust or did he do it with the 
tent to defrand? That was a matter which 
the jury would have to decide, but the fact 
was that the receipt was forged. 

There was no suggestion that there was 
any dishonesty with regard to the officials of 
the Irish Hospitals’ Trust. 


THE ANONYMOUS LETTER. 


Dealing with the anonymous letter received 
by Pierce junior at his office in Dublin, 
Judge Davitt said that Captain Moynihan, 
the handwriting expert, found a resemblance 
between the writing of Pierce on his

If Glynn was sincere in this 
opinion and had no suspicions regarding the 
burning of this material at the side of 
lonely road, then the only conclusion that he 
could come to was that Glynn was a fool. 

The jury then retired to consider their 
verdict, but Judge Davitt recalled them to 

nt ont that, in Captain Moynihan’s 
pinion, the anonymous letter was posted in 
Dublin on the 2nd June. At this time, said 
the Judge, Glynn was in London. 


PIERCE SENTENCED. 


The jury, after an absence of about two 
hours, returned the verdict that Glynn was 
not guilty on all counts, 

Judge Davitt (to Mr. Maguire, K.C., for 
the State)—Are there any further charges 
against the man in the dock? 

Mr. Maguire—There are. 

Mr. FitzGerald, K.C. (for Glynn)—I apply 
for bail. My client is willing to report to the 
london or Free State police either once a 
week or daily as required.

‘‘ Few lives are less enviable at the present 
time than those of the average Japanese 
student, over-educated and not wn- 
frequently underfed, ambitious, idealistic 
and usually poor, obliged to face a series of 
ae often in a peculiarly difficult 
oreign tongue, but with little prospect, 
should he pass them, of getting work.” 
Small wonder he considers that modern 
education is the Moloch of present-day 
J a rv and that, as he shows, suicide 
and tuberculosis are common, Professor 
Quennel], however, considers that a change 
is fairly imminent, but in what direction 
he seems undecided, merely remarking that 
French and Russian stars are in the 
ascendant, and that a red star hangs west- 
ward over Moscow to which many eyes, 
some fascinated and some alarmed, glance 
up with furtive inquiry. 

He is disappointed with Japanese art. 
In arts strictly creative they are poor 
enough. They are really a nation of 
dilettantes, and their later genius durin 
the seclusion of the seventeenth bad 
eighteenth centuries is best exemplified by 
the discreet, but glowing, polish that they 
were able to confer upon the suríace of the 
every-day world. Their art is elegant, and 
penetrates more or less into the aes Toe 
homes, and it influences the daily life. 
Japanese art is the art of life, and its real 
secret is its domestic and utilitarian 
quality. The dramatic arts, the theatre, 
actors and all the appurtenances of the 
stage are next discussedq@ith that wide, wise 
tolerance and sympathy; and partly found 
wanting. Great as is his liking for the 
people, and profound as are his interests, 
Professor Quennel]l finds that the West has 
nothing to learn from the East. There, 
the ancient cultures have long lost their 
messages, and but drag on in rich and con- 
ventionalised forms, devoid of progress and 
vitality, a melancholy sign of which is the 
aping of Western arts. 

The author by no means confined his 
travels to Japan. He visited China, with 
which country he found himself far more 
in sympathy, and he discusses in much the 
same fashion the arts and every-day lives 
of the Celestials. To the jaded reader. of 
modern travel books, whose mind is sodden 
with statistics, the book will be as cool 
and refreshing as the reflection of the new 
moon in the rice terraces appears to the 
Japanese themselves.

HE East is in a state of rapid transi- 
tion, too rapid in fact, and for this 
reason an alarming position of unrest, un- 
certainty and indecision has arisen. Great. 
forces, with far-reaching results, ate at 
work. The author of this book is a pro- 
minent Indian Christian, who has made 
an especial study of these disturbances, 
with their effects and their causes. The 
impact of Western civilisation and ideals 
is mainly responsible for this conditior 
of affairs; Western teaching, and all that 
goes with it, have profoundly undermined 
the old social orders and philosophies, 
and the leaders of their countries are 
faced with the grave problem of how to 
hold their peoples together on some sort 
of basis of national unity, in view of 
this constant change and upheaval. 

A prominent cause of discontent and un- 
employment has been the industrialisation 
of those vast areas which formerly sup- 
ported erormous agricultural communi- 
ties. Modern machinery and factories, 
with improved methods. oí production, 
have superseded the ancient ways which 
gave modest work to so many, leading to 
unemployment and the exploitation of the 
masses by the trading classes. The peasant 
is losing his hold on the land, and is 
becoming either a tenant or landless 
labourer, and, in addition to all this, there 
is the steady increase among stern 
peoples which does much to intensify the 
problem. Such is the state which pre- 
vails to so great an extent in India, Japan, 
and especially China. The corrosive 
effects of Wester thinking have largely 
done away with the influences—usually so 
restraining—of the Eastern religions, and 
the plausible doctrines of Marx and 
Communism find ready assimilation. Com- 
munism is a force which mitst be reckoned 
with now—to what extent is not. yet 
apparent, since so much of its activities 
has been underground. That its influence 
is very great cannot be doubted, and the 
facile promises which it holds out to the 
oppressed of speedy relief by revolution 
make it a real danger. 

Dr. Datta’s remedies for this universal 
chaos are, that mankind must work in 
future on a base of equality and mutual 
profit, and that a world state will be 
created into which national states can 
merge their identity as political and 
economic organs for the general benefit of 
mankind. If this is realised, the 
millennium will have come, and the King- 
dom of Heaven will. be removed to the

** Death Under Sail,' written, we are told, 
by a young man of science in order to rest 
his brain, 1s a much better book than this 
explanation of its birth would lead one to 
expect. The owner of a wherry on the Nor- 
folk Broads is found by members of his 
house, or rather of his boat party, lying dead 
atthe tiller, with a bullet wound just above 
his heart. There are five young people in the 
party and a man of fifty, who tells the story, 
and all of them are alike under suspicion until 
something can be proved. Voluntarily they 
all set up house in a riverside bungalow, 
where they are joined by an amateur detective 
who ig the friend of the elderly Ian. This 
amateur is completely successful in solving 
the mystery that baffles Aloysius Birrel, the 
rather thick-headed police officer; he also 
drinks the most expensive China tea on every 
possible occasion. 

The author has succeeded admirably in 
showing how the strain of their sojourn in the 
| bungalow—watched by the police officer—acts 

upon the young le who are all under 
suspicion. Mrs. Tals, the housekeeper, is 
not a convincing character; most readers will 
find her grotesque, and will wonder why she, 
too, was not murdered. Having switched 
Aloysius Birrel, the police investigator, on to 
a theory of suicide, the amateur detective 
triumphantly proves that his own deductions 
are right, Dr. Snow has written a very 
clever and unusual detective thriller, though 
the suspense is kept up so long that an 
impatient reader will be sure to look at the 
end to find out, once and for all, who killed 
Roger. Such, after all, is an excellent effect 
for any “mystery story ” to have.

In his introductory chapter Mr. Pryce 
Jones tells us quite a lot about South 
America; about its scenery and its re- 
volutions—South America specialises in both. 
In this book, however, he is a story-teller 
rather than a historian or a guide. His 
publishers say of him that he “allows a 
population to his landscape,” but this re- 
mark scarcely describes his method, which 
is to allow comparatively little landscape to 
his population. 

His three tales are good with their back- 
grounds in Chile, Brazil and Ecuador; and 
readers will feel that he could not have 
given a better bee of life in Antofa- 
gasta than by his story of the 
Marathon, in which the competitors went on 
for a fortnight. 

The story of Darius and his two girls 
gives us an excellent idea of the sort. of 
place Guanabara is, and of the horrible 
cruelty of its people. The last tale is the 
longest. It deals with the nobility of 
Ecuador, and it contains, among other t ings 
an excellent description of Quito, the place 
that is “too high for trade.” Readers 
who like their travel books to deal with a 
population, more fully than with a lands- 
cape, will be sure to enjoy Mr. Pryce 
Jones’s writing; and, while they read the 
three stories, they will pick up a good deal 
of information about the places in which all 
these things happen. The knowledge is 
not forced upon them, but it is there. 


“Nor any Dawn” is a tale of a woman's 
loyalty and devotion to a worthless and un- 
kind husband, whom she has since ceased to 
love. The first ten chapters are so much in 
the manner of the old-fashioned sentimental 
love story that the lack of restraint in writ- 
ing of sex relations seems quite incongruous. 
In the remaining chapters matters move 
more quickly, there are a most opportune 
murder and suicide, and many unexpected 
developments.

Captain St. Barbe Baker, found himself 
eoénfronted with this tremendous waste 
during his work in East Africa, He found 
himself comparing the desert arid lan’, 
with its concomitant dangers of lessened 
rainfall and greatly reduced crops,with the 
high forests and regular assured harvests. 
He held meetings of the chiefs and elders 
‘and endeavoured to impress upon them 
the dangers of famine, which they were 
inviting by their reckless conduct—so reck- 
less that one tribe of Bantu origin had 
earned for itself the title of the “' forest 
destroyers,” on account of its shifting 
and shiftless methods of agriculture.

T is quite in accord with the somewhat 

topsy-turvy relations between this 
country and England that an Irishwoman 
should have gathered together so many 
things that must pull at the heart-strings 
of the English exile, wherever he may be. 
The compiler does not try to show the 
scenic grandeur of England in her collec- 
tion of exquisite photographs. In some 
of them there is only a tree, or a glimpse 
of some reedy bay in a small lake or a 
hay field ; yet they breathe the very spirit 
of the country to which they belong. The 
same thing applies to the “ prose and 
poetry”; for here are simple bits of 
writing that glow with love for their sub- 
ject. ere we find Thomas Hood’s verses 
of remembrance for the house where he was 
born, and the cry of Samuel Rogers’s heart 
for a cot beside the hill, the quiet medita- 
tions of Gray’s mind in the country 
churchyard, and Robert Browning’s long- 
ing for his country in the spring. We 
have some of the lovely lines that our 
modern poets can write when their topic is 
one that really matters to them. 

Most of the so-called prose in this 
beautiful book is the purest of poetry, 
whether it be the work of Cobbett or of 
Thomas Hardy, of the Irish poetess Alice 
Meynell, or of Mr. Stanley Baldwin. Al! 
of it is poetry; for it tells of something 
that is well beloved. “AA

Young Doctors and Deniists. 


Phe School of Physic at Trinity College. 
Dublin, has launched another batch of 
promising young doctors and dentists upon 
their careers. The most difficult part of 
their course now begins—to achieve a 
practice.

ELECTRIC4L SUPPLY. 


Electrical developménts in Northern 
Ireland are being carried out upon a 
definite plan, under the supervision of the 
Northern Electricity Commissioners. This 
is a non-profit-making Board, set up by 
statutory authority to proceed with the de- 
velopment of the electricity supply in the 
North for the benefit of the community. 
The main line of expansion is from the 
Central Electricity Station of the Belfast 
Corporation, from which supplies are 
already being made to Bangor, Lisburn, 
and Lurgan and intermediate towns. These 
main lines will cover eventually the greater 
portion of County Down and County 
Armagh with a net work, and will join up 
with high tension lines from Londonderry, 
which are intended to supply the Counties 
of Derry, Tyrone and Fermanagh.

Cork’s Fight Against 
Diphtheria Scourge,

The annual report of the Cork Medical] 
Officer of Health (Dr. J. C. Saunders) shows 
that the birth-rate for 1931 was 24.4, as 
compared with 25.4 for the previous year. 
The latter figure was the highest for six 
years, and is attributed to the temporary 
wave of prosperity which marked the 
economic state of the city at that time. The 
number of deaths registered during 1931 was 
1,150 (equivalent to a rate of 14.7 per 1,000) 
compared with 1,264 (16.1 per 1,000) in 1930. 
The priucipal causes of death were as follows : 
Heart disease 250, pulmonary tuberculosis 
124, cancer 103, senile deeay 103, and bron- 
chitis 80. The number of deaths of infants 
under one year of age was 138 (71 per 
1,000 live births), and this figure is the second 
lowest in the records of the city. There 
has also been a substantial reduction in the 
number of deaths from infectious diseases, 
the figure being 0.6 per 1,000, as against 1.82 
per 1,000 for the preceding year. 

As regards diphtheria, Dr. Saunders states 
that the number of deaths registered was 
only 24, and that “it is obvious that the 
position of affairs during the later months of 
the year justified one in hoping that we are 
at last within sight of the end of this scourge, 
which has been firmly entrenched in the city 
for the last fourteen vears.” A great deal 
of the credit for this diminution is attributed 
to the immunisation methods which have 
been enforced in Cork since 1929. 

The past year, it is noted, was an im- 
portant one as far as maternity and child 
welfare schémes were concerned.. A central 
clinic was opened in Tuckey street, and the 
maternity and child welfare services were 
transferred to the Corporation. The change 
marked a big step forward in the administra- 
tion of the services, and there were greatly 
increased attendances at the new clinic 
throughout the year. For administrative pur- 
poses the city was divided into three dis- 
tricts, each in charge of a Health Visitor.

©’Shaughnessey, Secretary of the Kil 
kenny Woollen Mills Co., and son of the 
yaoi As Director, giving evidence in an 
appeal by the company against the yalua 
tion of £150 .atsessed on the mills by the 
Commissioners of Valuation. The appeal 
had been before the Court in April, and 
Judge Sealy then adjourned it to see if 
the duties then proposed would result in 
increased trade for the mills. 

Mr. Walsh, for the appellants, argued 
tliat it was not the general conditions 
to-dav that his lordship should take into 
account in determining the value of the 
mills, but thore which existed when the 
Commissioners fixed the valuation. At 
the time’ his lordship heard the appeal 
in April there was a suggestion of a 40 

t cent, tariff, but the tariff was now 
fixéd under the Finance Act at 20 per 
cent. 

Mr. O’Shaughnecsy said that at the 
previous hearing of the appeal the duties 
suggested were 40 per cent. on imported 
worsteds. The duty existing previous to 
the new measure was 25 per cent. on all 
woollens and tissues from 2s. per square 
yard upwards. There was then no tax on 
cloth under that value. The new duties 
were increased from 25 per cent. to 30 per 
cent. on woollens and tissues from 2s. per 
square yard upwards, and there was a duty 
of 20 per cent. put on clothes under that 
value. Seventy-five per cent. of the woollen 
tissues imported were under the value of 
2s. per square yard. About half the pro- 
duction of the Kilkenny mills was under 
2s. per square yard. 

Judge Sealy—Will the duty be bound to 
help you to a tonsiderable extent? 

Witness—Twenty per cent. is a very 
small tariff on clothes under 2s. Most 
clothes at that price come in at 2s. per 
trade yard, which would only mean a tariff 
of 4d. or 5d. 

Do you mean to tell me that a tariff of 
5d. on: every 2s. will not give you substan- 
tial help?—-What happens is that most of 
the great Yorkshire mills wil] go so far as 
to pay the duty in order to sell in this 
country. 

Do you find any substantial increase in 
your business since the tariff went on ?— 
None at all. The new duties have not 
been effective as far as we are coneerned. 
In fact we have been closed for a couple 
of weeks at different times. Probably 
there has been considerable forestalling 
and we will not derive any benefit for 
eight or nine months. 

Judge Sealy said that he attached great 
importance to the amount of business a 
firm like this was doing. They put a 
great amount of money into the concern 
when starting business. They were 
optimists and hoped for the best. So far 
profits in the business did not seem to be 
very apparent, and, having regard to that, 
he considered the valuation rather high 
and would reduce it from £150 to £120.

Lact night Ddil Eireann passed the 
final reading of the Emergency Imposition 
of Duties Bill, which will become law when 
it has received the Governor-General’s 
assent. The Royal Assent will -sig- 
nalise, to all intents and purposes, 
the proclamation of a state of grave 
emergency. Every action taken under 
the measure by order of the 
Executive Council will have the force 
of law at once, and will retain that force, 
subject neither to confirmation nor denial 
by the Oireachtas, for a period of eight 
months. Under its terms the Executive 
Council will possess virtually dictatorial 
powers over every aspect of Free State 
commerce. It may impose, vary or remove 
at will Customs duties, Excise duties and 
Stamp duties; and it may require ‘‘ the 
taking out of a licence for the 
doing of any particular thing.” The 
Council will have power completely 
to debar the entrance of any goods to Free 
State ports; it can crush any contracts 
made or contemplated by a citizen of the 
Free State ; it can foster such enterprises 
as please it, and it can cripple those which 
it dislikes. We doubt if anywhere—save, 
perhaps, in Russia—a Government has 
demanded such complete control of the 
commercial liberties of a The 
Executive Council has shown the firmness 
of its resolve to adopt these unprecedented 
powers.

If it 
were a constructive measure for the pro- 
tection of the Free State against economic 
assault, it would demand every citizen's 
support ; but it has no purpose save retalia- 
tion. How can it benefit the Free State ? 
Bluff is a legitimate weapon of statesman- 
ship, and, if Mr. de Valera’s present bluff 
against England stood the faintest chance 
of success, he might Le justified im the ure 
of it. As things are, the measure merely 
confronts Irish firms with a demand which 
they will be sadly impotent to fulfil ; 
can paralyse the whole mechanism of com- 
merce; it can add a multitude of subtle 
burdens to citizens who already are groan- 
ing under such a burden as they have 
not experienced since the days of the Great 
War.

born. Less than a hundred years ago 
English prisons were hells, and, as Mr. 
Pickwick discovered, their horrors awaited 
decent people who failed to pay trifling 
debts, Batches of men were hanged out- 
side Newgate Jail, on Monday mornings, 
for minor crimes; but in civil cases the 
law was a gamble, only to be dared by 
full pockets, and its delays were heart- 
breaking. Society was very cruel to the 
poor. The workhouses were dreadful 
places; little children toiled for fourteen 
hours a day in the mills, and small boys 
were employed as human chimney-brushes. 
To-day Sir Henry Dickens helps to 
administer a law which is merciful, 
prompt, impartial and open to everybody. 
Poor children are the special’care of a 
vigilant State, and prison life has been 
reformed out of all recognition. Sir 
Henry has the fine knowledge that these 
and other happy changes are due largely 
to the passionate and compassionate 
genius of his great father. Yet we feel 
that, if the two could meet fo: a few hours 
in modern London, much sadness would 
be mingled with the father’s pride. The 
intimate city of his love has vanished. 
The familiar, friendly streets have suc- 
cumbed to soulless concrete. Perhaps, the 
multitudinous roar of motor traffic would 
frighten him back into the shades. 


Straight Roads. 


The British Minister of Transport spoke 
a kind word for the straight road yester- 
day. '“ Do not let us be led away,” he 
said, “ by facile criticism, which assumes 
that straight roads are inartistically ugly 
and that crooked roads are artistically 
beautiful.” Therein Mr. Pybus lays a 
guarantee against the future. The straight 
road has come—rather, it has returned. 
The new age—the age of speed, of organisa- 
tion, of routine—demands straight roads, 
whereon the motorist can take the shortest 
distance between two points, and take it 
with the least delay. We shall see old, 
crooked highways disappear in favour of 
‘ arteries,” straight as an arrow, smooth 
and shining as glass, fluted with lines 
along which the north-bound and south- 
bound streams of cars will pass in a whirl 
of wind. They must come, and we must 
hope with Mr. Pybus that all the resources 
of art will be devoted to their beautifying. 
He foresees the new English routes at a 
time when they will be bordered with 
stately avenues of trees, and will have 
ceased to be, as many of them are to-day, 
long scars across the countryside. Then, 
perhaps, they will have a beauty of their 
own, and nobody will lament their coming ; 
but we doubt if they ever will take the 
place: of the old, winding roads in the 
people’s hearts. As long as men walk in 
these islands, so long they will avoid the 
“ artery,’’ and will find their pleasure in 
the narrow, green roads that take a dozen 
miles to cover the distance of six as the 
crow flies.

One thing appeared to be clear from the debate, and especially 
f-om the statements of the President and other Ministers, and that 
was that no advance has been made in the matter of arbitration on the 


dispute with Great Britain. 


The President declared that, so far as 


he was concerned, he could go no farther towards negotiation. 
He would not make an ad misericordiam appeal. 


The members of the Labour Party had a conference, lasting 


several hours, but no statement was issued. 


Subsequently Messrs. 


Norton and Davin had a private talk with President de Valera. 


The impression among deputies was that the economic conflict 
will start at once, and that a situation of great gravity for the people 


of the country is at hand. 


The Cumann na nGaedheal Party, after the Dail rose, issued a 
statement, in which they referred to the inevitable suffering of

POINTS OF AGREEMENT 


ON DISARMAMENT. 
——- 
From Revrrr’s Corresponpent. 
GENEVA, Friday. 


S IR JOHN SIMON and the Royal Air 

Force figured in an incident during 
the continued debate in the General Dis- 
armament Committee to-day. 

M. Benes (Czechoslovakia), the rap- 
porteur, withdrew certain remarks on the 
subject of air bombardment made two 
days ago, to which the Royal Air Force 
had taken exception. 

Expressing his appreciation of this 
action, the British Foreign Secretary 
pointed out that bombing from the air 
over a battlefield could not be dis- 
tinguithed from artillery fire, nor could 
it be considered any more inhuman or 
barbarous than gunfire. The air arma- 
ments of his country had, he said, never 
been used in a barbarous or inhuman 
mannef. 

In urging that the Disarmament Con 
ference should reduce the financial bur- 
dens of the nations, Sir Herbert Samuel 
pointed out that since 1925 Great Britain 
had reduced expenditure on armaments 
by twenty per cent. 


GERMAN CRITICISM. 


The draft resolution on disarmament, 
in which Sir John Simon and Dr. Benes 
sum up the points on which there 1s 
general agreement, came under severe 
criticism trom Herr Nadolny. 

Herr Nadolny bitterly complained of 
the absence of equality of rights in the 
case of Germany and the other disarmed 
States, and declared that Germany would 
be unable to co-operate with the (Con 
ference unless a satisfactory solution un 
this vital point were reached before the 
Conference reassembled after the summer 
recess. 

As it stands unamended the draft resolu- 
tion— 

1—‘' Welcomes heartily *’ the Toover 
proposals ; 

2—Declares that a substantial reduction 
of world armaments shall be effected with 
the primary aim of reducing the means of 
attack ; and agrees that 

3—Air attack against civilian popula- 
tions shall be prohibited and all air- 
bombardment abolished, subject to agree- 
ment regarding measures for rendering 
this rule effective ; 

4—All heavy land artillery of calibres 
between stipulated limits shall be limited ; 

5—The maximum unit tonnage of tanks 
shall be limited ; 

f—Chemical, bacteriological and in- 
cendiary warfare shall be prohibited, and 

7—A permanent Disarmament Commis- 
sion shall be established, 


FUTURE- WORK. 


As regards the future work of the Con- 
ference. which is on the point of adjourn- 
ment till the autumn, the resolution in- 
vites the Bureau, or Executive Committee, 

(a) To examine President Hoover's pro- 

osal relating to effectives, with a view to 
ringing about a strict limitation and re- 
duction, taking into consideration the 
actual conditions in each country ; 

(b) To draft a plan for a system of 
limitation and publicity of expenditure on 
national defence ; 

(c) To set up a committee to submit pro 
posals for the regulation of trade in and 
private manufacture of arms. 

The resolution finally invites the Powers, 
isa to the Washington and London 
Naval Treaties, to confer and report as to 
further naval reduction, and recommends 
the renewal for four months of the arma- 
ments truce provided for by the League 
resolution of September, 1931. 


DISPUTES RESERVED. 


Sir John Simon scured a great success 
by a stirring speech, in which he stoutly 
defended the resolution of which he was 
the chief author. The object of the resolv 
tion was to record the progress which had 
been made and to consolidate the results 
so far attained, he said.

SOCIALIST’S GIBES AT

F OLLOWING an uproarious scene at 
the conference here to-day of the 
Inter-Parliamentary Union, in which 
French and Italian delegates nearly came 
to blows, Italy has threatened to with- 
draw from the Union unless the French 
Socialist, M. Renaudel, apologises for 
using the words that caused the trouble. 
They are interpreted as an insult to 
Fascists. 

General Balbo, the Italian Air Minister, 
has also informed Sir Eric Drummond, 
Secretary-General of the League, that 
unless an apology is received he’ will ask 
the League to refuse the further use of 
the League Building, in which the Union 
was meeting for the first time, 

The incident, which has created a p2in- 
ful impression in League circles, occurred 
after a spéech by an Italian deputy, 
Signor Sardi, on the codification of inter- 
national law. 


NO LIBERTY—NO JUSTICE. 


M. Renaudel, who spoke after Signor 
Sardi, provoked furious. protests from the 
Italian delegates when he declared “ in a 
country ‘where no liberty existed there 
could be no justice.”’ 

The Italian protests were drowned by 
cries from other delegates of “ Long live, 
Matteoti’’ (the Italian Socialist of whose 
death the Fascist have been accused by 
their opponents). 

Threats were hurled across the floor of 
the building. The chairman called on M. 
Renaudel to withdraw the statement. M. 
Renaudel refused, Shouts of anger arose 
from the Fascists. M. Renaudel’s sym- 
pathisers shouted back. Fists were raised 
threateningly. 


NEARLY TO BLOWS. 


For a moment it seemed as if the parties 
would come to blows. The League ushers 
hastened to intervene. M. Renaudel and 
Signor Sardi were separated. 

Then the Chairman suspended the 
sitting, the parties continuing to shake 
their fists at each other. 

The Ceencil of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union, which met hurriedly afterwards, 
has decided to appoint a small committee 
to hand’e the matter, and M. Renaudel, 
it is understood, is to make an explana- 
tory statement, which it is honed will 
satisfy the Italians. 

A report that Italy has threatened to 
leave the League of Nations is denied. 
It is emphasised here that the Inter- 
Parliamentary Union has no connection 
with the League. 


FRENCH DISCLAIMER. 
PARIS, Friday. 


The Franco-Italian incident at Geneva 
is deeply regretted in Paris, particularly 
at the present delicate 
juncture. The effects, it is hoped, will be 
reduced to a minimum. 

Commentators hasten to point out that 
M. Renaudel was speaking, not as a French- 
man to an Italian, but as a Socialist to 
a Fascist. He is not at Geneva in any 
official capacity. The Inter-Parliamentary 
Union is an International Parliament.

Between six and seven hundred men 
employed at the locomotive works of the 
Great Northern Railway at Dundalk are 
affected by the decision of the railway 
directors to reduce the working hours of 
their workmen by one-third.

NEGOTIATIONS OUGHT TO BE 
RE-OPENED. 


Mr. COSGRAVE quoted a speech made by 
Mr. McGilligan on July 15, suggesting that 
there was a case for proposing to Britain a 
revision of annuities in view of the Lausanne 
Agreement. The number of pedple in both 
conntries who wanted an economic war was 
negligible, he said. The vast majority wanted 
peace (“ Hear, hear,” from both sides of the 
Chamber). There was opportunity now to see 
what negotiation could do on the lipes sug- 
gested, to see how far one side and the other 
could bring common-sense to bear on the 
problem, that must be solved, if there were 
any good-will or statesmanship or Christianity 
about those in control of the affairs of the 
two countries. The period 1925-6 was different 
from now—economically very different. It 
might be that both parties to the dispute had 
committed themselves to statements er 
actions that might render the possibility of 
further negotiation difficult, but it was not 


_ impossible if real statesmanship existed in 


either country, and with the force of public 
opinion behind it upon which Governments 
must depend. This was not a time in which 
the British Government could afford to ignore 
the value cf the trade of t is country, nor 
for the Free State to ignore the r-arket that 
absorbed ninety-fiv> per cent. of its products.

Mr. DE VALERA said that the Executive 
Council was taking the fullest power under 
the bill in order’ that, should the occasion 
arise, they should have power to defend the 
interests of the country. It wag said thaf 
the powers could be abused, but he would 
guarantee that they would not be abused, as, 
in fact, the Dail was master of the situation 
ultimately. He assured the House that they 
were not anxious to extend the area of fric- 
tion. The friction was not begun by them. 
What had they done to make the position 
unfavourable? Were they to continue paying 
these moneys? 

Mr. BLYTHE—Why not? 

Mr. DE VALERA said that the annuities 
and other payments bore very heavily upon 
the people. It was an extraordinary thing 
that deputies on the opposite side 
did not avail of the opportunity 
to bring about a revision. What 
were the Government to do that they had not 
done to indicate their readiness in the matter 
of negotiation ’ Payment of five and a 
third million pounds had been made by the 
pa Government every year since the 

reaty.was signed, and actually there were 
payments being made at present of from 
four to five and three-quarter million pounds 
as the result of commitments of various 
kinds. The Government believed that these 
payments were not morally due. They ques- 
tioned them, and they told the people that 
if they were elected they would not make 
these payments until Britain had shown her 
right to them by an impartial Court. On 
that mandate the Government withheld pay- 
ment of the current instalment, and the 
money was placed in a suspense account until 
the question was settled by arbitration. The 
Government did not accept the proposal of 
the British Government that the arbitration 
tribunal should be composed of persons 
within the Commonwealth. He had refused 
to accept the limitation of the tribunal to 
British membership only. 


WANTED, A PEACEFUL 


ATMOSPHERE. he Bé 
Negotiations were most profitable only in 
a peaceful atmosphere, aid he suggested in 
London that, if negotiations were to be con- 
tinued, and to have any chance of fruitful 
conclusion, they should have them in a peace- 
ful atmosphere: But the only answer the 
British Government made to his proposal for 
a friendly settlement was—‘‘ You continue to 
pay. ' . What further steps towards a settle- 
ment could the Government take that they 
had not taken? Everything that they could 
do in thé matter hdd been done, and, that 
being so, the only thing left to them to do 
was to defend their rights by taking such 
méasures as would prevent their people from 
being hurt, and to keep this money here in 
our own country. That was what this bill 
was designed for, The best thing to do 
was not to exaggerate the crisis, and to 
advise the people te carry on. Of course, it 
meant a change; but let them try to make 
the change as light as possible, 


MAKE A VIRTUE OF NECESSITY. 

The Government had put before the people 
a certain economic policy, which they con- 
sidered best for the people in the long run. 
He hoped that they would get throúgh the 
am crisis without any undue hardship. 

eir final object was to make this country 
as self-supporting as they could, and 
to give the pepe as high a standard of 
living as could be secured for them. That 
was the way to make a virtue of the present 
eee and that was the fundamental pur- 
pose of the Government. The first object 
was to dispose of. the agricultural produce of 
the country in the best way they could and 
to make it possible for their own people to 
consume as much of it as they could, and 
for the portion that they could not consume 
they would have to get the best outside 
market.

CRUX OF THE POSITION. 

The position was—and the sooner they and 
the country faced it the }etter—that the 
only alternative to handing over the 
money. was to defend their right to keep it.

up their minds to render the money or keep 
it. If they wanted the sort of peace that

Jt 
was in no way secret, It was openly discussed 
in the Dail, and be blamed the six lawyers 
who had given their names ‘to a legal docu- 
ment as being largely responsible for the 
present situation. The agreement was actually 
incorporated in an Act passed by the House, 
yet in this great quarrel between two peoples 
they bolstered up their case by alleging that 
the agreement was a secrét one, and was not 
disclosed to the people. 


NOT AS BEGGARS, BUT AS 


EQUALS. 

Mr. T. DERRIG, Minister for Education, 
said that what the Government was fighting 
for was that this question of the annuities 
should be taken up as an inter-nation matter, 
and that they should not go to Great Britain 
as beggars. They took the stand that they 
were, as the Opposition had stated, a 
sovereign independent nation, equal in 
prestige and right to Britain itself. 

If the British. Government were really 
anxious for compromise and did not stand 
on principle or punctilio in this matter why 
did they attempt to introduce something 
which impaired the sovereign status they 
were told the Free State enjoyed’ England, 
which was the bigger nation, and to whom 
this matter was a mere bagatelle, should be 
prepared to take the little step that was 
necessary to enable them to bring about a 
peaceful settlement.

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD (C. na nG., 
Carlow-Kilkenny) said the analogy between 
land annuities and war debts was utterly 
devoid of reality. He wondered what the 
Americans would do if the British said to 
America that they were ceasing to pay their 
war debts until America proved her right 
to them’ Would the world consider that 
America wag bellicose and -acting unjustly if 
she took adtion to tm herself? .

murder here this morning of Captain 

Coldstream, a thirty-one years old 
Peshawar civil surgeon, by a young Moslem 
hospital orderly in the Lady Reading 
Hospital, is at present a mystery. 

Captain Coldstream, who a short while 
ago gave a transfusion of his own blood to 
save the life of an Indian patient, was 
walking from his office to the operating 
theatre when he was attacked by an 
orderly, who stabbed him in the neck with 
a dagger, severing the veins on the right 
side of the throat. Captain Coldstream 
made an attempt to grapple with his 
assailant, but fell to the ground after 
staggering a few paces. 

Captain Coldstream died from loss of 
blood within a very short time,

CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 


Mr. A. D. Stewart, Secretary, havinz

As our meeting at this time of year 
is not held for the purpose of concidering 
the accounts, it is customary to confine 
the proceedings to confirmation by the 
Proprietors of the Interim Dividend 
recommended by the Court. On this 
occasion, however, I feel it is necessary 
to depart from our “usual practice by 
addressing the proprietors briefly with 
regard to certain matters which are «tl 
vital importance to the holders of Bank 
Stock, and to the community in gener. 


BUSINESS MAINTAINED. 


I regret to have to inform the pro 
prietors that the results of the half-year 
just concluded are much less favourable 
than those of the corresponding period ‘n 
recent years. This is not due to any 
falling off in the business done by the 
bank, which; I am glad to say, has been 
more than maintained, although during 
the last few months the exceptionally low 
rates that have prevailed for money have 
created no little difficulty in utilising the 
bank’s rerources to advantage. 


INCREASED TAXES. 


But the mam cause of the less favour: 
able results of the half-year is the greatly 
increaséd burden of taxation imposed on 
the bank by the Budget. The Corporation 
Profits Tax was originally imposed by the 
British Government as a special measure 
to meet, the situation created hy the War, 
but the severity of its incidence was 
recognised in Great Britain, with the 
result that it was discontinued when war 
conditions had passed away. The tar 
was continued in this country, but. 
admittedly, as a temporary measure. 
under special circumstances. The seope 
of the tax has-never included the Bank ct 
Ireland, but now, for-the first tiie, the 
Budget subjects this bank to the tax, at 
a time when it is increased from 5 per 
cent. to 74 per cent., and the ‘“‘allowance”’ 
is reduced from £10,000 to £5,000. More- 
over, 4 wena provision contained in the 
Finance Bill makes this tax retrospective 


will have not only to provide the tax on 
its earnings from the current year, but 
will also have to pay tax in respect of a 
year’s profits to December 3ist last. 
When it is borne in mind that this tax ‘s 
in addition to the full standard rate of 
Income Tax, the serious effect on the 
earnings of the bank is at once apparent. 
I fear the incidence of this tax will press 
very heavily on commercial and industria! 

and. will certainly “not con- 

te the devélopment. whidh “we 
would like to see in this country. Money 
which might have been used for this pur 
pose will have to be set aside instead for 
the payment of taxation. 


INCREASED PAYMENTS ON 
BANK NOTES. 


The bank, in common with other hanks 
operating in the Saorstat is also adversely 
affected by the 100 per cent. increare in 
the payments it has to make on Consoll- 
dated Bank Notes, which, as you are 
aware, represent the Free State portion of 
‘our Note Issues, and not only form an 
important part of our legitimate profit 
earning sphere, but are required for the 
accommodation of the public. The right 
to issue notes and the advantages derived 
from them by the public were recognised 
and confirmed recently in the report cf 
the Banking Commission, and in the 
Currency Act, which followed it. But 
that right is now taxed at a rate which, 
under present conditions, involves in 
effect the transfer of the profit from the 
banks to the Government. 


SOUND IRISH BANKING. 


The Irish banking system can claim to 
have given the country a service which 
instructed opinion has always recognise 
to be -both sound and considerate. It 
has succersfully withstood the shocks of n 
time which has brought so much 
catastrophe elsewhere. Its functions and 
its principles are well established: they 
are indispensable to the economic life >! 
the community, and have proved fullv 
adequate to its needs. Such a syrtem is 
not one’ on which burdens should he 
imposed that may weaken its proved 
efficiency or restrict its flexibility. 


REDUCED DIVIDEND.

APPEAL AT HEARING. 


(BEFORE THE GHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The hearing of the appeal by John B. 
Farrell, motor omnibus proprietor, 18 St. 
James’s terrace, Dolphin’s Barn, Dublin, 
from the decision of Mr. Justice Hanna dis- 
missing his action against the South-East 
Lancashire Insurance Co., Ltd., 88 Grace- 
church street, London, was continued. 

In the original action the appellant claimed 
that he was entitled to be indemnified by 
the defendants under an insurance policy 
dated December 19, 1928, against certain 
losses and costs incurred by him by the 
destruction of a motor ‘bus which was 
accidentally burned in the Coombe, Dublin. 
His claim against the insurance company was 
for the value of the ‘bus and the costs in- 
curred in defending the actions brought 
against him by dependants of the two persons 
fatally injured and by others who sustained 
personal injuries. Those actions were dis- 
missed on the ground that it was an 
accidental burning without negligence. 

Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., Mr. Gavan Duffy, 
K.C., and Mr. Lennon (instructed by Mr. 
James F. Lalor) appeared for appellant; and

ontinuing his argument on behalf of the 
appellant, Mr. Gavan Duffy said that pay:

the insurance company. The expert knew the 
car and knew its value. With reference to 
the subscription in the policy, counsel said 
that the appellant could reasonably say that 
he did not know what he was ‘in for,” and 
the company had no business to recite that 
he had agreed to their proposals. 

“Here is a document,” said Mr. Gavan 
Duffy, “which in law is or is not a basis 
declaration. If it is not, I suggest that the 
fact that there is a recital in the policy to an 
— effect would not make the policy less 
of a contract between the parities, and would 
not alter the position so long as there was no 
evidence from the imsurance company that 
they misinterpreted the document we signed.”’ 

r. Lennon followed on the same side. 

On behalf of the respondents, Mr. Binchy 
submitted that neither of the figures in the 
proposal form regarding the value of the "bus 
was put in by a Mr. Dunne, an employé ol 
Messrs. Coyle and Company, the agents of 
the insurance company, without the authority, 
and certainly not without the knowledge of 
the appellant. He submitted that there was 
evidence to support. the finding of the tria! 
judge that the proposal form was a warranty 

y the appellant of the statements therein, 
and that warranty was made a condition of 
the policy. There. was a breach of that 
warranty, as a result of which the insurance 
ag | were not liable. 

r. Gavan Duffy commenced his reply on 
behalf of the ap nt, and had not con- 
eluded when the Court adjourned. The further 
hearing of the appeal will be taken up on 
next Monday.

He produced an envelope of a 
company that had a big loan from the pre- 
vious Government under the Trade Loans 
Act. ‘The envelope bore the firm’s adver- 
tisement and the slogan, ' Buy Irish and 
Reduce Unemployment,"’ but the envelope 
was made and printed in West Bromwich. 
It was lined with green—a green envelope 
for green people. 


MINISTER REPLIES. 


The MINISTER said he was glad that 
the bill had received constructive criticism 
from the Senate. No bill presented to the 
House had caused the Executive so much 
consideration.

aoe certain important statistics relating 
to South Africa, the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia and the Irish Free State are furnished 
in the tables set out below.

and suggest, as regard certain commodities, 
that there must be extremely keen com- 
petition between the Dominions in the British 
market, and that the struggle not only for 
supremacy, but for the mere maintenance and 
stabilisation of the existing trade position 
there, is one that cannot, without involving 
great loss, be relaxed.

TRADE TEACHERS 


IN CONGRESS. 


SUCCESS OF THE NEW 
EDUCATION ACT. 


————e 


R. A. WELDON, A.I.S.A., presided 

at the annual congress of the Voca- 

tional Education Officers’ Organisation, 
which was held yesterday in Dublin. 

In the course of his address he said that 
they had now had a full school year’s ex- 

rience of the working of the Vocational 

ducation Act, and the outstanding feature 
of that year had been the widespread 
success of the new Continuation Schools. 
Throughout the length and breadth of the 
country the continuation classes had 
attracted students in such numbers that 
many had to be refused admittarice. : 

The Technical Instruction branch of the 
Department of Education, the Vocational 
Education Committees, and the teachers 
concerned could all congratulate them- 
selves on such a good beginning.. He knew 
that he spoke for every member of the 
organisation in saying that they, on their 
part, would do their utmost to make the 
scheme a success. 

He went on to deal with the conditions 
under which the teachers were employed. 
Everybody was so much impressed by the 
initial success of the scheme that there was 
a consensus of opinion that only the very 
best teachers were good enough for the con- 
tinuation schools. 


ADVANCE A GAMBLE. 

If a young man of the necessary type 
decided to go, for instance, into the civil 
service, or to take up banking, or ordinary 
teaching, he was sure of a definite salary 
scale and definite hours of work. But 
what were his salary prospects if he 
became a teacher under a vocational 
scheme? He was appointed at a mini- 
mum salary, and whether or not he ever 
got beyond that salary was a matter of 
chance. It depended on the afate of the 


Committee's finances in his area, and also. 


on his ability to canvass the members of 
the Committee. He (Mr. Weldon) had 
known cates of teachers who had remained 
without a single increment for ten or 
fifteen years because they would not can- 
vass their Committee members. 

An able young man, therefore, seeing 
the certainty of his salary in any of the 
other spheres, and its absolute uncertainty 
under a Vocational Education Commit 
tee, could hardly be blamed if he passed 
the service by. 3 

Moreover, if he considered the condi- 
tions under which he would have to work, 
he would again have good reason to hesi- 
tate. Instead of having fixed hours, he 
might find that the hours of duty on any 
one dav of the week differed widely from 
those of the next day. . 

“T have the very gravest fears,’ said 
Mr. Weldon, “ and I say so now after full 
and mature consideration, that with the 
unsatisfactory conditions under which we 
have to work, added to the uncertainty 
of the whole position regarding salaries, 
we will not be able to get any but the 
rejects of the Civil Service or the profes- 
sions. Although we are the infant in the 
Trish educational world there is no reason 
why we should be the Cinderella.” 

The 1930 Vocational Education Act, he 
continued, gave power to the Minister to 
fx minimum scales of salary and travelling 
and subsistence allowances for teachers. 
The organisation had continually im- 
pressed the necessity for this on the 
Government authorities 


DEPUTATIONS TO MINISTRY. 

They had several discussions. with Pro- 
fessor O'Sullivan, the late Minister, and 
soon after the present Minister took office 
they waited gn him, and impresed on him 
the urgency of the matter. From the 
speedy way in which other matters of con- 
tention were settled at the same meeting, 
he had no doubt that the question of salary 
scales would be dealt with as soon as 
possible. i 

A vote of thanks to the chairman having 
been proposdd by Mr. J. Glennon 
(Ballinasloe) and seconded by Mr. J. 
Boughan (Leix), it was passed unani- 
mously, and the Congress proceeded to 
consider the General Secretary’s annual 
report in detail. This was finally put to 
the meeting and — 

. In conjunction with the report a number 
of resolutions was considered, including 
one from the Central Executive Com- 
mittee. This called on all Vocational 
Education Committees, pending the pre- 
scription of scales of salary by the Minister 
for Education, to award to each whole- 
time officer in their service an increment 
each year of not less than £10 on basic 
salary until a reasonable maximum was 
reached. It also requested co-operation ip 
securing uniform action by Vocational 
Education Committees on the question. 
The resolution was carried unanimously. 

Mr. A. Weldon (Cork), Mr. E. Daly 
(Drogheda) and Mr. J. J. O'Connor 
(Cork) were re-elected to the posts of chair- 
man, hon. secretary and hon. treasurer 
respectively. 

As the result of a ballot for four members 
of the Central Executive Committee the 
following officers were declared elected :— 
Messrs. B. O'Neill (Carlow), M. Moran 
(Limerick), M. A. Coghlan (Waterford) 
and M. O’Hickey (Irish Teachers).

THUNDERSTORM 
IN LONDON. 
MAN KILLED BY 
LIGHTNING. 
WATCH THAT WENT 
BACKWAKD. 


A thunderstorm which passed over 
Londen yesterday killed one man and 
injured a number of other people, tore the 
roof off one house and badly damaged 
another. 

The lightning stripped the clothes off 
the man who was killed—Reginald John 
Mortimer (aged 21), morticer, of Bucking- 
ham road, Harlesden. He was employed 
by a firm of builders. He had entered a 
tarpaulin shelter to cover some tools 
during the rain, when he was struck, his 
ankle being broken in two places. His 
watch stopped at 4.20 p.m., and, to the 
astonishment of the police, when it started 
again it went backwards 


HOUSES DAMAGED. 


Dense smoke, choking sulphur fumes 
and tiles crashing from the roof terrified 
residents in Village road, Bush Hill Park, 
Enfield, where a couple of semi-detached 
houses were struck. Mr. Frank Higham, 
his wife and two small children, who were 
at home in one of the houses, escaped 
injury, but both houses were badly 
damaged. Mr. Higham and his family 
were having tea when the crash occurred. 

“ There was a blinding flash,” he said, 
‘‘and the dining-room was covered with 
dirt from the chimney. I rushed outside 
and found that the upper part of the roof 
had been destroyed. The ceilings of the 
upstair rooms were destroyed, and pieces 
1 furniture were scattered about and 
thrown on to the floor. Fire places were 
blown out in several upper rooms, and a 
water pipe was burst.

A chimney stack at the premises of the 
Civil Service Supply Association at Hat- 
field street, Blackfriars, was struck by 
lightning, and the brickwork fell through 
the glass roof of a workshop in Old Barge 
House street.
